An angry grandmother is deter¬ 
mined to track down the “coward¬ 
ly” hit-and-run driver who left 
her granddaughter Chelsie lying 
bleeding in the road last week. 

The 13-year-old Beacon School 
pupil was thrown into the air by a 
black 4x4 Mitsibushi L200 pick-up 
truck as she crossed Tattenham 
Way, Tadworth, on her way home 
from school at about 3.15pm on 
Thursday. 

Her grandmother, Christine, 58, 
who rushed to the scene at the 
traffic lights by Reigate Road, 
said: “I am going to do my 
darnedest to find them. 

“You don’t leave a dog lying in 
the road, let alone a child. 

“She could have been killed.” 

The accident was particularly 
terrifying because last month she 
had a premonition something bad 
would happen to Chelsie. 

She told the Epsom Guardian 
that in her premonition: “I saw 
her flying through the air and 
being injured. 

“Unfortunately, it did happen.” 

Fortunately, although Chelsie’s 
elbow was cut “practically to the 
bone” and she has skinned her 
back, she has not sustained last¬ 
ing physical damage. 

She was taken to Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal by ambulance for medical 
checks. 

Describing the scene when she 
arrived, Christine said: “Some¬ 
body had moved her and she was 
sitting on the wall surrounded by 
police, pupils and paramedics. 

“I’m very angry with the driver. 

“To think they would leave my 
13-year-old granddaughter lying 
in the road and drive off.

“The driver is a coward and they 
should face up to responsibility. 

“I want to prick his conscience.” 

The off-side wing mirror of the 
car came off during the crash and 
there may have been damage to 
the bumper. 

She said: “Somebody must know 
this black vehicle that had just 
one wing mirror.” 

Chelsie’s grandmother, who 
lives in Nork, said she phoned 
the police to arrange for someone 
to speak with Chelsie, who al¬ 
ready had confidence issues. 

She said: “She said she was 
never going to school again and 
didn’t want to go outside. 

“She needed somebody in au¬ 
thority to talk to her. They won 
round her confidence.” 

Chelsie’s grandmother thanked 


everyone who helped her 
granddaughter and gave witness 
statements adding: “The pupils 
acted in a very mature, level-head¬ 
ed way.” 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said: “Officers are appealing for 
witnesses in tracing the vehicle, 
which failed to stop following 
the incident and travelled down 
Great Tattenhams towards Epsom 
Downs. 

“It is described as a black 
Mitsubishi L200 pickup truck, 
which had silver or white sign 
writing on it. 

“The driver is described as a 
white male, approximately 30 
years of age with a bald head.”

Epsom’s MP is confident the 
fight to get Epsom station 
into Zone 6 will be won and is 
working to get an agreement 
on funding the change. 

The Epsom Guardian 
launched the Zone 6 for 
Epsom campaign in March 
2012 in partnership with 
Chris Grayling and the initia¬ 
tive has received huge 
amounts of support - with 
thousands signing the news¬ 
paper’s online petition for the 
change. 

Speaking at the launch of 
the extension of the Key 
smartcard at the station on 
Friday, May 16, (see box) Mr 
Grayling said discussions are 
now being held on the cost of 
the change. 

He said the principle is 
accepted and supported by 
the Department of Transport 
and the train companies 
involved, but implementing it 
still depends on overcoming 
issues over the cost of the 
scheme. 

Both Southern and South

extension to Epsom station 

West Trains have individual 
franchises with the Govern¬ 
ment to run services through 
the station, but it is South 
West Trains which makes the 
most money through fares. 

Mr Grayling said the move 
would cost more than £lm a 
year in lost fare costs - the 
majority of which would af¬ 
fect South West Trains. 

He said: “My representa¬ 
tions have been taken seri¬ 
ously, but whether it is 
actually doable when budgets 
are stretched, we will find out 
in the next few months.

“There is also the issue that 
if you do it for Epsom, there 
are other areas that become 
open to doing it.” 

Mr Grayling said he saw 
the extension of the Key - 
and its potential to become 
pay-as-you-go - as the first 
step towards bringing Epsom 
station into Zone 6, by intro¬ 
ducing the flexibility of using 
a smartcard to the market 
town. 

He said: “We have got two 
main stages to do. 

“The next step is to move to 
pay-as-you-go across the 


whole London area. 

“Beyond that, there will 
still be the push to get Epsom 
into Zone 6. I am still very 
hopeful to get that final piece 
of the jigsaw and I will keep 
pushing until it happens.” 

The Justice Secretary said 
one way to achieve the 
change could be to write it 
into the new franchise agree¬ 
ments given to the train com¬ 
panies to run services 
through Epsom, when they 
come up for renewal - with 
the change potentially being 
factored into the financial 
models of the agreements. 

While South West Train’s 
franchise agreement is up for 
renewal in 2017, Southern’s 
will take place “imminently”, 
but Chris Burchell, its man¬ 
aging director, said he could 
not reveal anything about 
Southern’s bid to continue 
running services through 
Epsom. 

He suggested while South¬ 
ern would be affected by the 
change, South West Trains is 
the company that would lose 
the most in fares and is the 
company through which any 
major change would have to 
come. 



KEY SMARTCARD EXTENDED 


MP Chris Grayling and 
representatives from Southern, 
pictured, gathered at Epsom 
station on Friday, May 16, to 
launch the extension of the Key 
- an electronic smartcard 
introduced by the train 
company, which was made 
available at Epsom in March. 

Whereas before travellers 
could use the Key to travel to 
stations south of Epsom, the 
extension means it can now 
be used to travel north into 
London - to Victoria, Waterloo, 
London Bridge, Charing Cross, 
Cannon Street, Blackfriars, City 
Thameslink, Waterloo East and 
Vauxhall. 

Only travelcards, single 
tickets and returns can be 
bought on the smartcard at the 
moment, but Southern is 
hoping to introduce a pay-as- 
you-go system with the Key 


later this year. 

People can register for the 
Key online and will then be 
sent a smartcard that is unique 
to the individual. 

Tickets can then be bought 
online and will automatically 
be registered to the card. 

So when commuters arrive at 
Epsom station, all they need to 
do is swipe through the ticket 
barriers. 

A Southern spokesman said: 
“Later this year, Southern plans 
to introduce travelcards to the 
suite of ticket types, meaning 
that passengers will be able to 
use their Key smartcard to 
travel to national railway 
stations within the London 
travel zones, on the 
Underground, on London buses 
and Tramlink services.”

Drug dealer guilty 
of stabbing youth

A teenage drug dealer has 
been found guilty of stab¬ 
bing a customer three 
times in broad daylight 
in Epsom town centre, 
pictured. 

Deighton Wilson, 17, 
from Thornton Heath, has 
been standing trial at 
Guildford Crown Court for 
wounding Carlos Ferreira 
onNovember 27 last year. 

The youngster claimed 
he stabbed Mr Ferreira in 
self-defence after he and 
his friend Dean Price 
stole cannabis from him 
during a drug deal gone 
wrong. 

On Tuesday, the jury 
returned a unanimous 
verdict of guilty of woun¬ 
ding, a lesser charge to 
the one he had been ac¬ 
cused of, which was 
wounding with intent. 

George Hepburne Scott, 
defending, revealed to the 
jury last week Mr Fer¬ 
reira, had only been 
released from prison last 


October, after 
serving six 
months for a 
string of 
burglaries 
in 2012, all 
committed 
in Epsom - 
from the 
Ladbrokes 
betting shop, 

William Hill book¬ 
makers, Pizza Express, 
Mountain Warehouse, 
Spreadeagle Walk and 
Forfront Net. 

Before the trial started, 
Wilson - who was 16 at 
the time of the offence - 
had already pleaded 
guilty to possessing five 
bags of cannabis, worth 
£50, with the intent to 
supply; and possessing a 
knife in relation to the 
same incident. 

The court heard he 
came to the town to find 
customers after hearing 
drug-taking was rife in 
the area. 

Richard Elliott, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court said 
the trio met in Rosebery 
Park, in Epsom, before 
travelling to Epsom High 


Street, where the fight - 
in which Mr Fer¬ 
reira was stabbed 
in his rib, thigh 
and leg by Wilson 
- broke out. 

The barrister de¬ 
scribed the knife 
Wilson carried as 
his insurance. He 
said: “The defendant 
had his insurance poli¬ 
cy and when the robbery 
took place he wanted to 
make sure they knew 
who ‘was bad then’.” 

Mr Ferreira told the 
court Mr Price had spo¬ 
ken to Wilson in an ag¬ 
gressive way, but had not 
actually been aggressive 
towards the drug dealer. 

The victim said by the 
time the men had reached 
Epsom High Street Wil¬ 
son “ran to start a fight 
with my friend”. 

He said: “I tried to stop it 
and I pushed Wilson. Then 
he came in front me and 
stabbed me. I felt some¬ 
thing on my ribs. I felt 
something was wrong.” 

Wilson will be sen¬ 
tenced at Guildford 
Crown Court next month. 



Fake cops rob 90-year-old woman 


Men posing as police offi¬ 
cers robbed a partially- 
sighted 90-year-old of 
cash and jewellery in her 
home yesterday. 

Two men entered her 
home, in Greville Park 
Road, in Ashtead, at 10pm 
on Monday, May 19. 

They stole about £270 in 
cash, mainly in £10 notes, 
and jewellery. 

One of the rings that 
was taken was an opal 


wedding ring that be¬ 
longed to her mother. 

Another was an engage¬ 
ment ring engraved with 
the initials KMW and the 
year 1946. 

After stealing the items 
the men woke the woman, 
claiming to be police offi¬ 
cers, and asked if she had 
any more money in the 
property. 

One of the men is 
believed to have been 


wearing a sock on his 
hand with the toe-end 
coloured bright pink. 

Geoff Brand, investi¬ 
gating officer, said: “This 
was a despicable crime 
against a very vulnerable 
member of our 
community. 

“We will do all we can to 
find the two men respon¬ 
sible and bring them to 
justice for their horrific 
crime.”

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Investigation launched into 20-year-old man’s chimney fall

An investigation has been 
launched into the care of a mental 
health patient who fell to his death 
from a hospital chimney. 

The 20-year-old man fell from a 
high chimney on the Epsom Hos¬ 
pital site on Friday, May 9, and his 
friends have now launched a hos¬ 
pital safety campaign. 

An inquest into the death of 
Adam Withers was opened and ad¬ 
journed at Woking on Wednesday. 

He had been in the care of 
Surrey and Borders Partnership 
NHS Foundation Trust which 
runs mental health wards at the 
hospital. 

Jo Young, director of quality at 
the trust, said: “We continue to 
offer our heartfelt condolences to 
the family and friends of the 
young man who was involved in 
the tragic incident. 

“The safety of people who use 
our services is always our top pri¬ 
ority and we have launched an in¬ 
ternal investigation into the care 
and treatment of the young man 


to identify how we can learn from 
this tragic event. 

“The report from our investiga¬ 
tion, which will include details of 
recommended actions, will be 
completed within 60 working days 
of the incident. 

“We have reviewed the safety on 
our wards and the wider hospital 
site in partnership with Epsom 
and St Helier University Hospitals 
NHS Trust who have put 
measures in place to prevent a 
reoccurrence.” 

This week Surrey Police con¬ 
firmed that they were still investi¬ 
gating the circumstances 
surrounding the death. 

Epsom and St Helier University 
Hospitals NHS Trust said it has in¬ 
troduced extra security measures 
to seal off the area and ensure no 
one else can climb the chimney. 

A spokesman said: “An internal 
investigation was immediately un¬ 
dertaken, and we are currently re¬ 
viewing our entire site to ensure 
safety for our staff, patients and 
visitors.” 

Friends of the dead man have 
launched a campaign to ensure 
hospitals are safe for patients. 


In a statement released last 
week they said: “Our dear friend 
Adam is the 20-year-old man who 
fell to his death on Friday while in 
the care of Epsom Hospital’s men¬ 
tal health unit. 

“As evidenced by the photo¬ 
graph in the Epsom Guardian, 
Adam was able to scale an ex¬ 
tremely high tower from which he 
fell. 

“Adam was very ill having spent 
a month in hospital before he died. 

“We, his many friends, want to 
prevent the possibility of any such 
recurrence in Adam’s memory. 

“As a priority, action must be 
taken to ensure that patients in 
the care of a hospital’s mental 
health unit are maintained in a 
safe and secure environment. 

“If, like us, you believe that for a 
hospital to enable a fall from a 
high tower is both preventable 
and unacceptable, please email;

“The more emails we receive in 
Adam’s memory the sooner cor¬ 
rective action will occur. Thank 
you, Adam’s friends.”

Speculation is rife about the real 
reasons for the resignation of 
Epsom’s business development 
manager. 

The Epsom Guardian revealed 
last week that Adam Worley, 
who only took up the two-year 
role last August, would be leav¬ 
ing the position at the beginning 
of August after handing in his 
notice to Epsom Council. 

Since then a debate has raged 
as to why the 27-year-old has 
decided to give up his £43,000-a- 
year role - with a number of 
comments left on our original 
story, some criticising an appar¬ 
ent lack of progress over the 
past year and attacking council¬ 
lors for failing to support him. 

One said: “I also agree there 
are no apparent changes, I only 
see a continued steady decline. 

“This guy clearly came into the 
role with an abundance of en¬ 
thusiasm. Sadly, even at that 
point, many could see the task 
ahead would not be easy.” 

Another said: “Mr Worley did 
and does a wonderful job and un¬ 
fortunately Epsom will suffer in 
the near future because he's sug¬ 
gestions were all ignored. 

“If you employ an expert to do

a job, should you allow him to do 
it, instead of stopping him every 
time he tries to do something.” 

Mr Worley released a state¬ 
ment insisting he had enjoyed 
his job, progress had been made 
and he singled out Ewell Traders 
Association as a group he felt 
privileged to work with. 

He said: “My role has been 
to influence and challenge all 
sides; suggesting solutions from 
proven best practice, tailored to 
fit local requirements. 

“A lot has been done in a rela¬ 
tively short space of time due to 
a strong desire from residents, 
businesses and councillors to 
bring about change. 

“Work to bring about change is 
time consuming and cannot hap¬ 
pen overnight. Businesses will 
continue to close across Epsom 
if we, as residents, do not change 


our habits to physically use 
independent shops. 

“I will continue to offer all sup¬ 
port I can to Epsom and Ewell 
borough in my new role, and I 
would like to take this opportu¬ 
nity to thank everyone who has 
supported me in supporting 
Epsom over the last year.” 

The cost of his role is match- 
funded by the council and the 
Ashley Centre, which put in 
£50,000 each. 

The centre refused to comment 
on his departure. 

Epsom Council spokesman 
said the recruitment process to 
find Mr Worley’s replacement 
will begin shortly and wished 
him luck with his “excellent 
career opportunity elsewhere”. 

It is understood Mr Worley 
will be joining the Association of 
Town Centre Management.

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Man stuck 
on roof is 
arrested 

It was not a cat, but a sus¬ 
pected cat burglar that 
firefighters rescued from a 
roof last week. 

Police were called to an 
office building in Kingston 
Road, Leatherhead, in the 
early hours of May 13 
after a report of three peo¬ 
ple acting suspiciously. 

A man was spotted stuck 
on the roof of the building, 
next to a car wash. 

Firefighters had to be 
called and used a 13.5m 
ladder to get him down. 

A Leatherhead fire sta¬ 
tion spokesman said: “He 
was stuck and one of our 
firefighters went up using 
a harness and had to lead 
him down. It’s a good ex¬ 
ample of an interagency 
operation.” 

A police spokeswoman 
confirmed a man was ar¬ 
rested after a “suspicious 
incident” at the property 
at about 1.40am. 

She said: “Three males 
were reported acting sus¬ 
piciously and officers con¬ 
ducted an area search for 
them. 

“The man was arrested 
at about 3am the same 
morning. The man re¬ 
mains in police custody at 
this time.” 


Released terrapin 
‘no threat to our

Escaped terrapins spotted in 
ponds are not a cause for 
concern, according to two 
local councils - despite the 
fact they munch their way 
through native wildlife. 

The reassurance comes 
after wildlife concerns were 
sparked by sightings at 
ponds in Epsom Common 
and Lower Ashtead. 

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said: “We are 


aware of a terrapin in the 
Great Pond at Epsom Com¬ 
mon - it is a lone individual 
(so not breeding). 

“As it is a single animal (in 
a very large pond) its impact 
is not causing us concern, 
but we are monitoring the 
situation.” 

But he said terrapin own¬ 
ers must not release this 
non-native species into the 
wild with the mistaken idea 
that it is the kindest option. 

He said: “Not only is this il¬ 
legal, but terrapins can dev¬ 
astate local wildlife by eating 
frogspawn and tadpoles, fish, 
newts, toads, dragonfly 


larvae and water fowl eggs, 
and some species will even 
attack ducklings and other 
young birds. 

“They can also carry dis¬ 
eases, like salmonella. 

“Terrapins are sold at the 
size of a 50p piece, but grow 
to be as big as a plate. When 
they get to that size, they 
smell, they bite and they are 
not very friendly.” 

Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil (MVDC) owns and man¬ 
ages the pond in Lower 
Ashtead, where a three- 
legged terrapin was spotted. 

Steve Ruddy, corporate 
head of service, said: 



“MVDC is aware of sightings 
of two or three terrapins liv¬ 
ing in the pond at Barnett 
Wood Lane, which are be¬ 
lieved to have been there for 
more than 20 years. ^ 

“MVDC is not aware that 
the terrapins are causing a Q 
negative effect on the pond 
but will monitor the situa¬ 
tion and take action if the 
need arises. 

“Terrapins are not consid¬ 
ered a risk to members of 
the public.”

YOUR 


There are times when it's clear you should get 
your teeth checked out: you can't concentrate 
due to a horrid toothache or you bit into 
something and - horror of horrors - a tooth 
crumbled. But if a 'dental disaster' is your trig¬ 
ger to booking an appointment, you could 
be heading for more serious problems 
in the long run. 


this could indicate serious repercussions for 
your general health too. 


HEALTHY BITES 

"Any foods that are good for your body are 
good for your oral health and gums," notes 
Uchenna. 

As well as ensuring you get enough calcium, 
iron and vitamin D for strong teeth, foods 
packed with vitamin C and antioxidants are also 
important for gums particularly, so make sure 
you eat plenty of fruit and vegetables. Fizzy 
drinks are well-known teeth terrors. If you must 
drink them, use a straw and consuming in mod¬ 
eration. 


PROFESSIONAL ADVICE 

Every six to 12 months is a good general guide 
for how frequently you should go for a check¬ 
up, though less, or more, appointments may be 
advised depending on your dental health. 

As for the correct way to brush, the profes¬ 
sionals advise a minimum two minutes, twice a 
day, in circular motions across all teeth surfaces 
and the gum line, with gentle pressure. 

The best cleans are achieved with electric 
toothbrushes. 


HIDDEN DANGERS 

You may look in the mirror and think 
your teeth 'look OK' on the outside, 
but often, damage is building up 
slowly, lurking beneath the gum line 
without you realising. 

"People think about oral health in 
terms of tooth decay, but if plaque builds up 
on the teeth, this can lead to gum disease, 
which is much more serious and can lead to a 
raft of problems linked to poor health, as well 
as abscesses," says dentist Dr Uchenna Okoye. 


FEAR FACTOR 

Less than half (41 per cent) of Brits manage to 
visit their dentist every six months, according 
to Oral-B research. 

Although we know regular check-ups are im¬ 
portant, perhaps we don't realise how vital they 
are - or maybe a bad experience has put us off. 

Uchenna can relate to this, as her own dental 
phobia inspired her career. "I had a dentist ex¬ 
tract my tooth when I was about seven years 
old, without anaesthetic. Totally barbaric!" she 
recalls. Even now, it still makes me shudder." 

Uchenna's key priority is that a trip to the 
dentist doesn't have to be terrifying. 


NOT ALL WHITE 

Feeling ashamed of your teeth can have a big 
impact on self-esteem. But at the same time, 
dazzling whites don't always mean good dental 
health. 

"Everyone's focus is on whiter teeth, but it's 
not always true that white means health," 
Uchenna explains. "White teeth can still have 
decay due to poor oral hygiene, which can lurk 
behind teeth, so keeping gums healthy is vital." 

And poor gum health could be putting more 
than Just your teeth at risk. 

Studies have linked gum disease with a po¬ 
tential increased risk of heart disease, stroke 
and diabetes. Plus, if your mouth is unhealthy, a 
poor diet may also be contributory factor - and 


in the US.

The answer, of course, is no 
and nor should meat-eaters 
feel they cannot eat their de¬ 
licious bacon sandwiches or 
juicy burgers in front of us.

Householders embarking on a 
home improvement project 
this May bank holiday are 
being urged to check their 
home insurance to avoid 
stumping up thousands of 
pounds to fix DIY disasters. 

Last year alone, Halifax 
Home Insurance recorded 
over 32,000 accidental damage 
claims, many of which were 
DIY-related such as spilling 
paint or drilling through 
pipes.

Seventy per cent of adults 
under 35 said they would 
need to call in assistance to 
turn off their water supply 
in the event of a flood, 
compared to only 20 per cent 


of over 55s. The findings also 
show that half of UK adults 
(24 million people) don’t 
know how to do at least one of 
the following: rewire a plug, 
bleed a radiator or clear a 
blocked drain. 

The generation gap was also 
evident in the cost of 
household jobs, with older 
generations (55 plus) being 
far more willing to shop 
around for the best quote (75 
per cent) compared with only 


half (56 per cent) of under 
35s. Alarming statistics also 
revealed that over 55s 
believed that they were five 
times less likely to be ripped 
off by a rogue tradesman 
than under 35s and they also 
had a better understanding of 
the language that workmen 
use - only three in 10 (30 per 
cent) of under 35s know what 
a stopcock is, compared to 
more than eight in 10 (84 per 
cent) of over 55s.

Sharing top spot 

Mercedes and Vauxhall shared the 
top spot for owner satisfaction 
based on a number of key criteria 
in a new survey. 

Ranked on build quality, fuel 
economy, performance, comfort, 
practicality and servicing costs, the 
two companies shared an overall 
rating of 4.44 out of a maximum of 
5 points. 

The survey by new and used 
vehicle spares specialist Parts 
Gateway had Peugeot in second 
spot, just pipping Volkswagen and 
Volvo in third and fourth places, 
with Audi in fifth. 

Remaining places went to Ford in 
sixth, Jaguar in seventh with 
Nissan and BMW sharing eighth 
place to round out the top 10. 

Surprisingly, BMW had the lowest 
average rating for build quality, yet 
it is also the brand that other 
motorists most aspire to own. 

Second in the desirability stakes 
goes to Jaguar, followed by Audi in 
third, then Mercedes and VW. 

Drivers also said they put 
reliability top of their list when 
buying a car, with comfort, style, 
fuel economy and practicality 
following in descending order. 


The original Mini, first introduced in 
1959, is the best-ever British car, 
according to a survey. 

The poll, by readers of Autocar, 
also named Norfolk-based Lotus as 
the most popular British 
manufacturer, with seven of its 
models making the 100 best British 
cars list. 

Following the Mini at the top of 
the list was the McLaren FI, with 
the Jaguar E-type third and the 
Range Rover fourth. 

Jaguar and Ford both had six cars 
in the top 100, including the Jaguar 
D-type and the Ford Sierra RS 
Cosworth, while Aston Martin had 
five, including the DB5 - a favourite 
with 007 James Bond. 

Created by Sir Alec Issigonis, the 
Mini achieved worldwide fame, 
being dubbed the first “classless 
car”. 

The marque was successfully 
revived in a larger and more 
powerful version by BMW in 2003. 

Autocar brand editor Chas Hallett 
said: “It comes as little surprise that 
the original Mini has topped the list 
of all-time British greats. 

“It’s such an iconic vehicle and 


represents a lot more than the 
British car industry; the Mini is 
associated with Great Britain around 
the world and, in many ways, it was 
ahead of its time.” 

He went on: “Everyone loved and 
still loves an original Mini. It ensured 
a fabulous drive every time, with a 
wheel literally at each corner and a 
low centre of gravity, plus it was 
cheap to own and run. 

“Many a former owner will 
undoubtedly be wishing they had 
held on to theirs, as good examples 


are now worth tens of thousands 
of pounds.”

Going away? Heed these tips

This weekend’s Champions

I’m 
really ambitious.” 

His rise to the top is partly 
due to a collaboration with 
former Chelsea coach Carlo 
Ancelotti, who described 


Clement as “one of the most 
dynamic and intelligent 
coaches I have ever worked 
with”. 

The pair met at Chelsea 
after the Italian took over the 
reins from Guus Hiddink in 
2007, and when Ancelotti was 
made head coach in Paris, 
and then in Madrid, there 
was one man he wanted at his 
side. 

Clement, pictured, who also 
played for Corinthian Casu¬ 
als, said: “Guus and Carlo 
have been very successful, 
and in the past five or six 
years I’ve had a great appren¬ 
ticeship working for them 

“But I coach in my way, 
which has changed over the 
years. When I was younger I 
was more English in my ways 
because a lot of my education 
was from the English FA and 
working with other English 
coaches. 

“My own style has devel¬ 
oped over time. I was more 
boisterous when I was 
younger. 

“Maybe that was a little bit 
of frustration, working with 
younger players and finding 
myself as a coach.”
